Cannon Has No Smile.

b'y the United States supreme court. 
Chief Justice Fuller announced the de- 
cision, denying, without comment or 
explanation," the government's petition 
for 'a writ of certiorari. Notification 
or the disposition ot the case was re- 
ceived in the city during the morning, 
and copies of the official document 
will be forwarded within a few days. 


The action, of the nation's highest 


tribunal caused -wide interest in this 
city, Trtpre toe issues have been fol- 
lowed closely and where the famous 
trial of the Rockefeller interests took 
plr.cc. United States District Attorney 
Sims, who was in active charge of the 
D.nsecaUon. declined to comment.

.-The case went to the supreme court 
soon after the nnal ruling was made 
by the court of appeals, Nov. 10, 1908. 
A petition was filed by the department

Compares Life to a 


Ball Game. 


Dr. J. Webster Bailey! pastor or the 


First Congregational church- of Ottawa. 
II!.. and former pastor of the Plymouth 
Congregational church of Fort Wayne, 
recently 
delivered 
a, baseball sermon, 


which' not only proved to be unlo.ne. but 
at the same time proved very helpful and 
Instructive to those who heard it. 
Dr. 


Bailey compared a game of ball to the 
game of life, which everyone is playing, 
applying the baseball phrases, the bases 
the various players, etc.. to the condi- 
tions which confront everyone as they 
travel through life. 
The player In the 


same of life Is started at home base, 
where he Is pitched the opportunities of 
life. He goes to first base according to 
the law of obedience, where he is con- 
fronted 
with the first baseman, dis- 


guised as-temptation. If the player per- 
severes he will reach second base safely, 
but even' there he Is liable to meet with 
discouragement. 
If he continues to per- 


severe- he will reach third base if proper 
self-control is exercised, but even there 
the player is confronted with seillshness. 
If the runner reaches "Home." success 
to assured, but even at this stage of. the 
KJime^ he must be careful, as the crafty 
Catcher, disguised 
as 
failure, stands 


ready to defeat all of his plans. 
Dr. 


Bailey named the shortstop and fielders 
as carelessness, falsehood, dishonor and 
conceit, all of which are ready to tempt 
the player as ho 'iourncys around the 
circuit of life. The umpire was christened 
ns Jesus Christ, against whose decisions 
there is no appeal. Dr. Bailey concluded 
his sermon with the following original 
poem:
